Study seeks answers to resolve multicultural conflicts 

Institute targets disputes in Lower Mainland and Victoria

The UVic Institute for Dispute Resolution is 
undertaking a major study within the Indo- 
Canadian, Chinese, and other immigrant 
communities in British Columbia to exam¬ 
ine the causes of multicultural conflicts and 
develop new ways of resolving them. The 
$401,000 three-year Project on 
Multiculturalism and Dispute Resolution is 
being funded by a $280,000 grant from the 
Donner Canadian Foundation and by as¬ 
sistance from Multiculturalism and Citi¬ 
zenship Canada. 

The project was designed after extensive 
consultation with representatives from the 
multicultural community and a variety of 
individuals and organizations who work with 
immigrants such as police officers and set¬ 
tlement workers. The project will rely heav¬ 
ily on an advisory council and a steering 
committee which are comprised of repre¬ 
sentatives from cultural communities, from 
UVic, SFU and UBC, and from agencies and 
institutions that come in frequent contact 
with immigrants. 

It will focus initially on several areas of 
significant conflict in the Lower Mainland 
and Victoria, including disputes between 
immigrants and institutions or agencies, and 
between parents and social workers or 
teachers over the rearing and education of 


children. It will also target disputes between 
neighbours from different cultures concern¬ 
ing land-use rights, disputes between students 
from different cultural communities, and 
disputes between mainstream Canadians and 
immigrants concerning landlord-tenant mat¬ 
ters or the purchase and control of property. 

“The Lower Mainland and Victoria are 
becoming increasingly diverse culturally,” 
said UVic Institute Director Andrew Pirie. 
“As a result, a wide range of serious 
multicultural conflicts has arisen, severely 
taxing the ability of the legal system to respond 
effectively. In addition, the legal system isn’t 
always understood or trusted by people from 
other cultures. Our project is designed to 
meet the urgent need for effective alternatives 
to resolve multicultural conflicts. No existing 
program is able to respond to that need in a 
satisfactory way.” 

The project will be carried out in four 
phases, starting with an examination of the 
specific areas and causes of conflict involv¬ 
ing people from different cultures, and an 
analysis of the strengths and weaknesses of 
the present methods used to deal with these. 
Later stages will involve identifying the ap¬ 
proaches which work best in specific 
multicultural settings, developing training 
programs in multicultural conflictresolution. 


and implementing pilot projects in existing 
multicultural organizations to test the new 
approaches. 

“Canada can benefit greatly from the 
diversity of talents and and cultural back¬ 
grounds offered by an increasingly 
multicultural society,” said advisory coun¬ 
cil member Ed Eduljee, Past President of 
the Affiliation of Multicultural Societies 
and Service Agencies of B.C. (AMSSA). 
“But culturally-based conflict, if it is ig¬ 
nored, can destroy the morale and unity of 
a nation. The Multiculturalism and Dispute 
Resolution Project is an important initiative 
to develop new theories and action plans 
that will help address these conflicts.” 

Project Advisory Council member Vera 
Radio, the Executive Director of the Multi¬ 
lingual Orientation Service Association for 
Immigrant Communities (MOSAIC), 
voiced similar sentiments. “Harmonious 
integration of various cultures is essential 
to our well-being as a nation. The project is 
an exciting initiative that will benefit all 
Canadians," she said. 

The findings of the project will be dis¬ 
seminated provincially, nationally, and in¬ 
ternationally.

Ross Scholarship established with bequest of professor 

$ 290 , 00 for scholarships for geography students 


A new scholarship fund has been established 
in the name of the late Dr. William Ross, who 
was a member of the Geography Department 
when he died in June, 1989. Ross bequeathed 
more than $290,000 to the university to es¬ 
tablish the fund. 

The Ross Geography Scholarship Fund, 
approved by UVic’s Board of Governors on 
■ Dec. 10, will make its first disbursement in 
1991. It will fund a number of scholarships to 
be awarded annually to major or honours 
students in geography. The scholarships will 
be awarded on the basis of a student’s ses¬ 
sional grade point average and will be used to 
cover the recipient’s full tuition fees. 

. Ross joined the Department of Geogra¬ 


phy in 1974 after brief stints at Kent State 
University in Ohio and Cook College in New 
Brunswick. He specialized in natural resource 
management and was an authority on fisher¬ 
ies, water resources, and oil spills. A very 
popular faculty member, Ross served a term as 
Director of theEnvironmental Studies Program 
and participated on several development and 
academic committees. He was 43 years of age 
when he died. 

“I’ve never known anyone so committed to 
his students—their academic developmentand 
their personal well being—as Bill Ross,” says 
currentchair of Geography Dr. MichaelEdgell. 

After the death of Geography Professor 


Derrick Sewell in 1987, Ross was “respon¬ 
sible for almost fanatical efforts to raise 
money for the Sewell Memorial Scholar¬ 
ship Fund,” says Kayla Stevenson, Director 
of the Development Office. 

“It was just like Bill to take charge of the 
Sewell Fund,” says Edgell. “He was very 
energetic, and I’ve never known anybody 
so single-mindedly behind what he did.” 

A great many future Geography students 
will benefit from Ross’s commitment and 
generosity. “It’s just marvelousforadepart- 
ment to be able to offer so many scholar¬ 
ships,” says Edgell. “In this way. Bill lives

LeBaron was co-ordinator for SFU’s Pro¬ 
gram on Conflict Resolution and former 
project manager for the B.C. Legal Educa¬ 
tion Resource Network. She practised law 
with the Community Legal Assistance So¬ 
ciety and is a family law mediator.

Learning from Mt. Hua

Research into the work of 14th-century 
Chinese painter and physician Wang Lu by 
Dr. Kathlyn Liscomb (History in Art) is pro¬ 
viding new insight into the relationship be¬ 
tween Chinese art and medical theory. 

When Wang Lii fulfilled his lifelong am¬ 
bition to climb Mount Hua, one of China’s 
five sacred mountains, he knew that he had to 
paint it. Wang Lu was already an accom¬ 
plished painter, having spent 30 years of 
copying old masters, the traditional method 
of training for painters of the period. This 
training, however, had given Wang few 
insights into how to capture the rough beauty 
and spirit of the great western mountain, 
though he thought about it night and day once 
he had returned to his home and his medical 
practice on the coast of China. A revelation 
finally came to him as a loud Chinese band 
passed him on the street. He realized that the 
method of painting Mt. Hua was within Mt. 
Hua itself. He then went on to paint a series 
of 40 album leaves depicting various stages 
of his journey. 

For several years, Liscomb has studied 
Wang Lu’s journey up Mt. Hua and his 
struggle over how to paint it. S he first touched 
on it in her doctoral dissertation in the early 
1980s and received a Fellowship in Chinese 
studies, co-sponsored by the American 
Council of Learned Societies and the Social 
Science Research Council, to work on the 
topic in 1985-86. The result is a book, 
Learning from Mt. Hua: Wang Lii's Painting 
and Art Theory , that has been accepted for 
publication by Cambridge University Press. 

In the first half of her book, Liscomb is 
“trying to let the reader travel this journey 
with Wang Lti,” she says. It was a gruelling 
and dangerous climb, and the climbers had to 
carry all the supplies they would need with 
them, because the mountain was inhabited 
only by a few Taoist recluses. In addition to 
making sketches as he climbed the mountain 
over three days, Wang kept a travel diary and 
wrote poems expressing die feelings Mt. Hua 
evoked in him. Together, the paintings and 
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writings form an important part of Chinese 
art history as well as serving as a valuable 
record in the religious history of Taoism. 
Liscomb translates these writings. Over the 
years, the proper sequence of the paintings 
had become obscured but, from her studies, 
Liscomb has reconstructed this sequence. 

In the second half of her book, Liscomb 
interprets Wang’s art theory in relation to 
contemporary theories of painting and his 
medical theory. Wang is best known for his 
contributions to Chinese medical scholarship. 
Liscomb sees similarities between certain 
concepts which Wang developed in his 
medical treatises and those deployed in his 
writings on art theory. 

Wang displayed in his medical theory 
respect both for tradition and for people who 
broke from tradition to develop theories ex¬ 
plaining things which previously had not 
been understood. On Mt. Hua, Wang saw 
many landforms and scenes that varied greatly 
from the stock images available in existing 
masterpieces and painting model books. In 
order to paint the truth of these scenes, he had 
to depart from earlier images and concepts. 
Wang used the same terminology for such 
variant patterns in both his medical and art 
theoretical works. While it was a great break 
from tradition to paint the mountain as he 
saw it without relying largely on previous 
works, Wang was traditional in the sense that 
he was “not just interested in what Mount 
Hua looked like, but wanted to capture its 
spirit as well,” Liscomb says. 

The correlation between Wang Lu’s artistic 
and medical theories is reflective of the ex¬ 
tensive connections between the arts and 
sciences which existed in traditional China, 
Liscomb notes, and adds that she would like 
to explore these links further in the future.

UVic President Dr. David S trong is taking the 
UVic message up-island to the Comox Valley. 
Strong will visit Courtenay Jan. 23 to meet with 
UVic alumni and friends of the university in the 
region at a reception sponsored by the UVic 
Alumni Association. He will use the opportunity 
to discuss his vision of the university and the role 
he sees UVic playing on the provincial, national, 
and international stages. 

There are approximately 450 UVic alumni and 
University friends in die Comox Valley and 
Campbell River regions. 

The reception is part of two-day visit by Strong to 
die Comox Valley Jan. 23-24. His itinerary also 
includes speeches to students at the Georges P. 
Vanier and Highland secondary schools, adinner 
address to the Comox, Courtenay, and Courtenay 
Sunshine Rotary Clubs, and a visit to the North 
Island College offices in Comox.

Liberal studies UVic degree program 
at Malaspina approved by Senate 

Program to foster communication and analytical skills 


The UVic Senate voted, at its Jan. 10 meet¬ 
ing, to launch a new university degree pro¬ 
gram to be offered exclusively by Malaspina 
College in Nanaimo. 

The vote opens the way for a new B achelor 
of Arts in Liberal Studies degree program to 
begin at Malaspina in September. The new 
degree responds to demands from business 
and educational leaders for broader-based 
graduates with communication and analytical 
skills in tune with modem demands. 

The location of the program at a com¬ 
munity college comes as a result of the 
provincial Access For All initiative an¬ 
nounced in 1989. 

“We’re really pleased with the news of 
the approval in principle from the University 
of Victoria,” says Malaspina president Rich 
Johnston. “This new and innovative pro¬ 
gram, which will be offered exclusively by 
Malaspina College in conjunction with the 
University of Victoria, will be unique in 
British Columbia. We, at Malaspina, have 
long been known for our responsiveness to 
the needs of students and employers, and 
this program is yet another example.” 

Dr. Gary Bauslaugh, vice-president of 
instruction and planning at Malaspina, says 
that the purpose of the new program is to 
introduce students to some of the central 
ideas and themes that have shaped our cul¬ 
ture, while “encouraging the development 
of critical intelligence and independent 
thought.” 

Dr. Sam Scully, vice-president academic 
at UVic, says the university strongly sup¬ 
ports the program. “I should add that there is 
admiration for Malaspina’s initiative in this 
regard.” 


The program will be headed by Dr. Rod 
Church, who will come to Malaspina from 
Brock University in St. Catherines, Ontario. 

“Research shows that the traditional uni¬ 
versity education is less and less appropriate 
for many people,” says Church, “Instead of 
specializing, this program will produce 
graduates with general knowledge and abili¬ 
ties that will serve them well in their future 
lives.” 

The degree program will revolve around 
a common multi-disciplinary studies (MDS) 
core curriculum which will draw on literary, 
historical, philosophical, scientific and artistic 
sources in the third and fourth year. The MDS 
core constitutes 60 per cent of the workload 
each semester and students will be required to 
take two additional electives. In the first and 
second year students can take any approved 
university arts or science program. 

Each MDS core section of 60 to 100 stu¬ 
dents will be taught by a team of five or six 
instructors drawn from a variety of disciplines 
in the arts, humanities, social sciences and 
sciences. 

“Instead of the traditional approach with 
teachers and learners, our program will much 
more closely resemble a community of learn¬ 
ers, emphasizing collegiality among instruc¬ 
tors and students,” Bauslaugh says. 

He predicts that the program will be of 
benefit to students interested in teaching. 
“The recent Sullivan Report on Education 
indicated the importance of general educa¬ 
tion; the approach to the curriculum and 
emphasis on team-teaching will be of par¬ 
ticular benefit to future teachers.” 

Senate is recommending approval of the 
program to the UVic Board of Governors. 


Senate approves program for Native Indian writers 


A creative writing program leading to a 
Certificate in Native Indian Writing from 
UVic has been approved by the Senate. 

The program is to be offered at the 
En’ovJkin International School of Writing in 
Penticton, British Columbia. The courses at 
En’owkir. wil meet the same academic 
standards as at UVic but will emphasize 
Native writing and cultural content. 

The agreement between UVic and 
En’owkin to offer the program follows ex¬ 
tensive discussions between representatives 
of the En’owkin Centre, the UVic Faculty of 


Fine Arts and University Extension. 

The certificate program is designed pri¬ 
marily for mature students of Native Indian 
ancestry who wish to develop specialized 
skills in creative writing in a Native context. 
The entrance requirements and curriculum 
for this program will be identical to those at 
UVic, but the certificate will only be avail¬ 
able for students who complete these require¬ 
ments at the En’owkin International School. 

Senate is recommending approval of the 
program to the University Board of Gover¬ 
nors. 


Women’s Studies major approved by Senate 


A proposal to introduce a bachelor of arts 
with a major in women’s studies at UVic has 
been approved by Senate. 

The proposed program would be inter¬ 
disciplinary and designed to provide students 
with a broad perspective on women’s history, 
experience and thought, as well as serving as 
an introduction to the new feminist schol¬ 
arship in traditional academic disciplines. 


Senate is recommending approval of the 
program to the University Board of Gover¬ 
nors. 

Currently major and honours programs in 
women’s studies are not offered at UVic, but 
students in other departments may obtain a 
minor in women’s studies by completing 
certain requirements

Salt and pepper shakers, sugar 
dispensers and bulk condiment dispensers have been introduced and are being added to the 
dining areas as supplies arrive—but many hundreds of dispensers have been lost through theft 
and already need to be replaced. A widely-circulated brochure describing Food Services 3— 

As the brochure emphasizes, the 
3—R program must have the support of all campus patrons to be fully effective.

He is survived by his wife, Rosa, who works 
in Food Services at UVic, two sons, Giordano and Hipolito, and three daughters, 
Encamacion, Gertrudis, and Rosa Paula, grandchildren Daniel and Rosita and 
many relatives in Spain. 

A large number of Bruno’s friends and co-workers from UVic attended funeral 
services in his honour on Jan. 14 at McCall’s Funeral Home. 


Frey will be missed by many 

Friends and colleagues of Ken Frey filled 
the UVic Faculty Club Dec. 6 for the 
memorial reception held in his honour.

Board reaffirms Equity Policy 


The University Board of Governors, at its 
meeting of Dec. 10, re-affirrmed its com¬ 
mitment to the university’s April 1990 Eq¬ 
uity Policy for Female Faculty Members. 

“We have not reconsidered. We have re¬ 
affirmed,” stated BOG chair Ian Stewart, 
when the motion reaffirming BOG com¬ 
mitment to the policy passed unanimously. 
The recommendation to reaffirm the equity 
policy was brought forward by the university 
operations committee of the board. 

The policy was reaffirmed in light of 
recent open debate on some of the policy’s 
provisions. 

Board member Maureen Headley praised 
the initiative to reaffirm the policy, adding 
that students had spoken to her about the 
lack of female role models. By reaffirming 
the policy the board is taking steps to change 
the status quo, she said. 

Headley said there had been no female 
faculty members in the Faculty of Law and 
now there are female faculty members 
teaching first and second year Law courses. 
She stressed that the university could antici¬ 
pate backlash to the equity policy and must 


think about fair and effective ways to deal 
with it. 

Stewart said he was “very discouraged by 
the debate on campus. It was like an intellec¬ 
tual tennis match being played when there 
are real issues being dealt with.” 

UVic President Dr. David Strong told the 
BOG that he had expected the debate to be 
conducted within the university. “I was dis¬ 
appointed that it was earned into the public 
domain.” 

“With your permission, if the debate does 
continue, I propose to explain to the public 
how I see the issue.” 

Strong said he sees the issue “in very 
simple terms.” The fundamental question 
was one of action. ‘To get results you have to 
take action.” 

UVic’s president said he strongly sup¬ 
ports the actions taken so far to implement 
the equity policy. “I would deny any impli¬ 
cation that it affects our quality and standards 
in any way.” 

Stewart said he hoped that Dr. Scully and 
the deans are going to be vigilant in imple¬ 
menting the policy.

Searches for computing technical staff often end 
with NO suitable candidate having applied for the 
position. The situation is so critical that organiza¬ 
tions such as BC Systems have created “Grow 
Your Own" programs to try and fill their need for 
senior technical staff. Skilled computer profes¬ 
sionals command such high fees that they can 
afford to live in Vancouver and commute daily by 
air to Victoria and back to work on long term 
Government contracts. 

The September 1990 issue of “Communications of 
the ACM” contains the 1988-89 release of the 
annual “Taulbee Survey Report" which contains 
statistics on the number of CS-CE degrees awarded 
by North American degree granting institutions. 
The report documents the “abysmal" low level of 
participation in CS-CE by women, Hispanics, and 
blacks. 

The lack of participation by these groups, and 
natives, offers a potential solution to the long 
standing shortage of qualified professionals. In the 
past faculties have not been able to grow as fast as 
they wanted to because of the difficulties of finding 
faculty. The survey notes that only 1% of recent 
Ph.D. graduates were unemployed, although only 
43% remained in Academia. 

Increased participation by women and other groups 
would require an expansion in the number of 
faculty members, and in the number of math and 
computing instructors at all lower levels in the 
educational system. 

The 1988-89 Taulbee report notes that the 158 
CS-CE departments expect to grow by 794 (24%) 
by 1994-95. It also notes that last year they lost 
122 faculty members to causes other than “teach¬ 
ing elsewhere". There were 87 Ph.D.s awarded to 
women last year, of which an undisclosed number 
(35?) were “foreign" and might not remain in North 


America. The 50% figure cannot be met in the short 
term, even if 100% of female graduates stayed in 
Academia, instead of taking well paid jobs elsewhere. 

Figures of this type have been gonspicuously absent 
from the debate about UVic’s 50% female em¬ 
ployment equity quota. 

In the face of these figures it is simply not possible 
to impose a quota of 50% of faculty openings being 
awarded to female applicants. It is also not possible 
to simply leave the positions open a year, as some 
outspoken supporters of this particular form of 
“Employment Equity" have suggested. Unfilled 
positions will simply become part of a growing 
backlog. 

The Faculty of Education might be able to make a 
much more important and significant contribution to 
real Employment Equity than this policy ever will. 
Female enrollment in C.Sc. at UVic dropped from 
over 30% to under 10% in a single year some time 
ago. This coincided with the arrival at University of 
students whose primary education in math was 
done entirely under an unproven curriculum intro¬ 
duced in the 70s, which has since been acknowl¬ 
edged as a major blunder. It led to lower match 
achievement by all students, but girls in particular 
seem to have been affected by it. The curriculum 
was used for over a decade and the replacement 
math curriculum was still in the planning stage when 
the fallout from the Sullivan commission pulled the 
plug on it. 

Young women are leaving high school without the 
academic skills needed to pursue careers in areas 
such as Computing and Physics. Allocating 50% of 
faculty positions for women is a very indirect way of 
trying to influence a problem that begins in el¬ 
ementary school. Educators should be identifying 
problems in school curricula, particularly curricula 
that result in female students opting out of careers 
in areas where the lack of trained professionals 
creates problems for the growth of our economy.
